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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of stearyldiketene and styrene as the ultimate species in the reply 
filed on August 2, 2007 is acknowledged 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-12 and 16-29 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend upon another multiple dependent claim. See 
MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 4-12 and 16-29 have not been further treated on the 
merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as

the invention. 

In claims 1 and 2, the term "obtainable" is indefinite in that it is unclear if or how said 
objectionable terminology limits the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 3- 1 5 are allowed. The prior art of record neither discloses nor renders obvious 
the preparation of an alkyldiketene-containing aqueous polymer dispersion, wherein the 
miniemulsion polymerization of hydrophobic monomers is carried out in the presence of 
alkyldiketenes. 

5. Claims 1-3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
